Max Christie studied with Joaquin Valdepenas at U of T, 
and has since performed in the Faculty Artists Series, and 
more recently with William Aide, giving the Canadian 
premiere of a work by Gavin Bryans for CBC’s Two New 
Hours at the Glenn Gould Studio. Mr. Christie is currently 
the principal clarinet in the National Ballet Orchestra. 


Steven Dann received the Eaton Graduating Scholarship 
upon completing his undergraduate studies at U of T, and is 
now a Professor of Viola at the Faculty of Music. He is the 
principal viola of the TSO and European Chamber 
Orchestra, and also plays with the Smithsonian Players 
and Lincoln Center Chamber Music Society. 


Mark Fewer graduated from U of T in 1995, capturing the 
Eaton Graduating Scholarship.
